The Franciscan Sisters of Blessed 
Kune-gunda were brought in to staff 
the school, along with three lay teach- 
ers. Until a home was found for them 
in the parish, the Sisters traveled all 
the way from St. Casimir Parish on the 
east side. 

By the beginning of the 1951-52 
school year, the school was completed. 
Grades seven and eight were added, 
and the school year opened with 430 
students. 


Mass was held in the auditorium of 
the school, with daily Mass beginning 
in March 1951. Once the school build- 
ing was complete, work began on the 
church building. 


The first Mass in the 780-seat church 
was held on Christmas 1951. The 
church and school buildings were 
constructed from Ohio sandstone at a 
total cost of $300,000.

- Bishop Hoban on April 27, 
1952. The parish quickly grew to over 
1,000. While the congregation expand- 
ed, plans were made to expand the 


parish grounds to include a rectory, 
convent and other facilities. To fund 
these efforts, an annual fall festival 
began on Labor Day weekend of 1952. 


Fr. O’Brien alluded to the need for a 
convent in his notes to the Bishop from 
a canonical visit in 1953: “Our Sisters 
are fine. Persevering — conscientious, 
hard working — most cooperative — 
excellent teachers — always giving 
good example, but need some help.”

To honor the founding pastor, the 
parish hall was dedicated in his 
name in October 1974. Fr. O’Brien died 
of cancer a few months later on 
March 6, 1975. 


The parish lost another priest under 
happier circumstances in 1975, as Fr. 
David Chojnacki left to pursue a Ph.D. 
in psychology at the Ohio State 
University. Fr. Clarence A. Liederbach, 
a retired priest at St. Augustine Manor, 
was called in as a temporary replace- 
ment until the newly ordained Fr. 
Martin Smith joined the parish in June. 
Fr. Smith left the following year to 
study Systematic Theology in Rome. 

The structure of the church had 
undergone changes to accommodate 
the new liturgy following Vatican II.
